The registries continue to evolve and are maintained by a network of professional and dedicated 
registrars across the five organizations (the Metis Nation of Ontario, the Manitoba Metis Federation, the 
Metis Nation - Saskatchewan, the Metis Nation of Alberta and the Metis Nation of British Columbia). The 
ongoing and planned future work to fully implement the collaboratively developed Canadian Standards 
Association (CSA) Metis Registry Standards will further strengthen the systems. 

Program funding is provided to the organizations through project-based proposals for activities that 
supported the enhancement of governance systems. Examples of projects include policy development on 
governance (i.e., development of constitutions), financial and management accountability and controls, 
development of mechanisms to resolve internal issues (including membership disputes) and 
communications and consultations with memberships with respect to organizational activities and 
policies. 

Proposal-based funding is also provided to Metis organizations to conduct research on traditional 
harvesting patterns and to communicate with their memberships.

Normally INAC's Supplementary Estimates exercise references Vote 1: Operating expenditures, 
Vote 5: Capital expenditures and Vote 10: Grants and contributions. This Supplementary 
Estimates will create two new votes: 


This vote is related to the "Funding to continue the negotiation and 
implementation of comprehensive land claims, treaty-related and self- 
government agreements" initiative. The vote was created to allow the 
Department to forgive interest accrued on loans by two First Nations 
(Labrador Innu Nation and the Northwest Territories Metis Nation) in the 
amount of $526,408. While all negotiation support loans provided to 
Indigenous groups bear interest, INAC forgives interest that accrues on 
negotiation support funding loans for First Nations in post-Agreement-in- 
Principle. 


This vote is related to the "Authorities to write-off debts for direct loans to 
the Wikwemikong Nursing Home and the Mohawk Trading Company and 
debt remission for defaulted Ministerial Loan Guarantees" initiative. The 
vote was created to allow the department to write-off three Direct Loans in 
the amount of $100,114. These debt deletion actions were requested on 
the basis of being in the public interest and will allow for the removal of the 
unrecoverable debt from the Crown's accounts.

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• A transfer between Other Government Departments through Supplementary 
Estimates involves the transfer of program responsibility and associated 
funds, from one department’s appropriation to another department. It then 
becomes the responsibility of the receiving department to deliver the 
program. 


• This is most appropriate for significant and multi-year initiatives where a given 
department has greater capacity to deliver a program (e.g. it has similar or 
compatible programs, it has existing qualified resources, some efficiencies 
and greater effectiveness would result, etc.). 


• It is important to note that, in this case, the spending authority will be 
transferred, not delegated. The administering department will have full 
authority and responsibility to deliver the program and will be responsible to 
account for all expenditures charged to its appropriation. 

• These Supplementary Estimates include a number of transfers with other 
government departments, such as Health, Foreign Affairs, Trade and 
Development, National Defence, Canadian Heritage, Public Safety and 
Emergency Preparedness, and Employment and Social Development. 

• Transfers from other government departments are primarily for expenditures 
related to Jordan’s Principle and Youth Employment Strategy. 

• Transfers to other government departments are mainly to fund activities 
related to the production of Indigenous Peoples Atlas of Canada and Kativik 
Regional Government to streamline delivery of youth programming.

• These funds will be used to support DIAND spending for services associated with Jordan’s Principle. 
Managers at headquarters and regions have provided estimates based primarily on known Jordan’s 
Principle-related cases that are either established or under consideration. 

• Some areas of DIAND responsibilities that may relate to Jordan’s Principle-related cases are education, 
assisted living and child and family services. 


From the Department of Foreign Affairs, Trade and Deveiopment to the Department of indian Affairs and 
Northern Deveiopment as a resuit of the in-year reaiiocation of resources reiated to Youth Empioyment 
Strategy ($925K) 

• These funds will be used to support DIAND spending for the Youth Employment Strategy. 

• Funds will go towards Skills Link and Summer Work Experience. 


From the Department of National Defence to the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
for costs associated with access, control and property maintenance of the former Camp Ipperwash 
{$750K) 

• Pursuant to a Memorandum of Understanding between INAC and National Defence, the First Nation will 
coordinate the provision of property maintenance services including gate access, perimeter patrols, 
property maintenance and communications at the former Camp Ipperwash. 

From the Department of National Defence to the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
for costs associated with unexploded explosive ordnance services for the Tsuu T'ina Nation (TTN) 

($213K) 


• These funds will permit the TTN to retain the services of a Project Liaison officer and other related 
Unexploded Explosive Ordnance services to support National Defence activities aimed at restoring the 
TTN reservations lands in Alberta 


Transfers to Other Organizations 

From the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development to the Department of Public Safety and 
Emergency Preparedness to support community safety planning for the Esgenoopetitj First Nation 
($43.5K) 

• These funds will be used to support the delivery of a series of capacity building workshops. 

From the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development to the Department of Canadian Heritage 
to support sport for development for indigenous peoples ($50K) 

• These funds will be used to support the creation of a joint Memorandum to Cabinet for Sport for 
Development for Indigenous Peoples; specifically, it will enable Sport Canada to secure the Indigenous 
expertise necessary to support the writing of the Memorandum to Cabinet. 

• In this joint project, sport will be used intentionally for social development purposes and for the benefit of 
Indigenous Peoples. 

From the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development to Public Health Agency of Canada to 
support the First Nations component of the Canadian Incidence Study of Reported Child Abuse and 
Neglect ($75K) 

• These funds will be used to support the First Nations component of the Canadian Incidence Study of 
Reported Child Abuse and Neglect (CIS) and the First Nations Incidence Study Advisory Committee 
(FNIS). 

• The First Nations component of the CIS will generate new knowledge about the nature of responses to 
maltreatment of First Nations children in Canada and increase the capacity for future research on child 
maltreatment in First Nations communities. 

• The FNIS, composed of First Nations child welfare experts and representatives from major First Nations 
child welfare organizations, will provide advice to the FNIS Research Team on every aspect of the study. 

• In 2016-17, $75K was transferred to PHAC to complete key activities related to the Planning and 
Engagement Contract. The $75K in 2017-18) will be used to focus on planning for the First Nations Data 
Collection Contract and to cover a contribution to PHAC’s work with Statistics Canada on the 
methodology and sample development. 
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From the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development to the Departn^d^ll^PtirbFtc Safety and 
Emergency Preparedness for preventing and addressing family violence in the Okanagan Nation Alliance 
community ($105K) 


• These funds will be used to support the implementation of the innovative pilot project from the Okanagan 
Nation Alliance called “YES - Young Empowered Strong: An Intervention for the Women and Children 
Victims of Family Violence” which will respond to supporting women, children and families encountering 
family violence. 

• These funds will also be used for creating tripartite working collaboration of specialists in the field of 
domestic violence, develop strong active community support, and traditional cultural healing and 
activities. 


From the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development to the Department of Canadian Heritage 
to promote public awareness and community participation in National Aboriginal Day activities ($31 OK) 

• The activities funded will support the preservation, revitalization and promotion of Aboriginal cultures. 

From the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development to the Department of Health to support 
engagement activities related to reforming the First Nations Child and Family Services Program ($600K) 

• The funding will be used by the First Nations Health Council to facilitate a series of regional engagement 
sessions (three rounds of five sessions each) for INAC’s engagement with First Nations in British 
Columbia about reforming the First Nations Child and Family Services Program. 

• The First Nations Health Council will also prepare a summary of the engagement sessions, co-develop 
with INAC a discussion document for use at regional engagement sessions, and will contribute towards 
building a broader vision of reform. 

From the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development to the Department of Canadian Heritage 
to support activities related to the production of the Indigenous Peoples Atlas of Canada ($1.1M) 

• The funding will be used to produce the print version of the Atlas in both English and French, the release 
of a dedicated issue of Geographica that focuses on the content produced for the Atlas, the development 
and release poster maps for inclusion in an issue of Canadian Geographic, and the costs associated with 
the distribution of the print Atlas as well as the giant floor maps to project partners. 

From the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development to the Department of Employment and 
Social Development to support the Kativik Regional Government to streamline delivery of youth 
programming ($1.2M) 

• These funds will be used for the purpose of administering the Summer Work Experience Program and the 
Skills Link Program under the First Nation and Inuit Youth Employment Strategy.
